Did you ever discover after you had 
started on a recipe that you didn’t have 
all the ingredients on hand that the 
recipe called for? While it isn’t wise to 
tamper with delicate or complicated 
recipes, there are some simple substitu- 
tions that may be made and the recipe 
will turn out practically the same as if 
you had the ingredients called for.

2 teaspoons shortening or salad oil.

Omit any 
soda called for in the recipe and in- 
erease the baking powder 1 }4 teaspoons 
er t cup sweet milk for-+7-eup-evap- 
orated milk diluted with }4 cup water) 
plus 1}¢ tablespoons vinegar or lemon 
juice. (Add vinegar or lemon juice to 
milk; let stand in warm place 15 to 20 
minutes. Use the same as sour milk.)
